DIPHTHERIA, 
Early Diagnosis and Quick Use of An- 


titoxin Imperative. 


Diphtheria, which was formerly one 
of the .most fatal of the diseases of 
children, has been robbed by anti- 
toxin of much of its death dealing 
power. Nevertheless it is still a 
scou of childhood. "4 

It is itifectious and contagiour 
disease that occurs for the most part 
in children, although adults also may 
suffer. It is due to the presence of 
4 bacillus that lodges and develops 
on the mucous membrane of the re- 
spiratory passages, where it causes 
inflammation and the growth of fib- 
rous, feltlike sheet which covers the 
surface. This sheet is the so-called 
false membrane, the visible evidence 
of the disease, in itself not. dangerous 
og ad when it forms in the larynx. 
In that case it threatens death from 
choking. The real disease is the 
constitutional affection—fever, delir- 
um and depression, due to poisoning 
by the bacillary excretions, the toxin, 
absorbed into the blood from the mu- 
cous membranes where the bacilli 
have lodged. 

Diphtheria tis one of the most con- 
tagious of diseases, although, as in 
the case with other similar affections, 
not all who are exposed suffer. It 
prevails chiefly where filth exists and 
where the air is charged with emana- 
tions from decaying matter, with sew- 
ec gas, illuminating gas or exhalations 
from many persons crowded together 
in unventilated rooms. 

Authorities formerly held that the 
germs could linger for a long time in 
carpets, upholstered toys, especially 
woolly lambs and Teddy bears, books, 
and so forth, but that is now doubted 
by many sanitarians, who contend 
that disinfection of the room in which 
a child has been sick with diphtheria 
or disinfection of his playthings is 
unnecessary. Still, so long as a doubt 
exists it is obviously .safer to disin- 
fect. It. is quite certain, however, 
that cats and dogs and _ probabl 
birds, such as parrots, may catch 
diphtheria from a sick child and so 
assist in the spread of the disease. 

The one sovereign remedy for diph- 
theria is antitoxin, but it must be 
Re early to be certainly curative. 

‘or this reason an early diagnosis 
ia imperative. The physician should 
be called at once to any child who 
has a sore throat if his throat is seen 
to be red or covered with whitish 
dots or streaks or patches of mem- 
brane. 

Early treatment not only removes 
the danger of suffocation from the 
rowth of membrane in the larynx, 

ut also makes much less probable 
the occurrence of the paralysis that is 
often such a distressing sequel of 
neglected or tardily treated diph- 
theria.

A very 
small bone will hold thirty-three 
pounds in suspension without break- 
ing, while a piece of the best oak of 
the same thickness will hold only 
twenty-two pounds. The bone is there- 
fore half as strong again as the solid 
oak, thus showing that nature is 
economical in the weight given to 
bones, making them hollow and at the 
same time making them stronger than 
if they were solid and much heavier. 
This principle has been recognized in 
mechanics, engineers using hollow 
steel tubes instead of solid to meet 
great strain.

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FORESTS AND NAVIGATION 
Equality of Water Flow Dependent on 
Fores. Cover 

It has been urged that in the inter- 
esis of navigation the Dominion gov- 
ernment sghoulu purchase such denud- 
ed forest laud iu tac eastern provinces 
“8 might be necessary to reforest in 
order to prevent dobd and the filling 
ediment. in this 
connection .he ‘eport on the Trent 
Watershed Survey, recently pubtish- 
ed by the commissicr of conservation, 
is of considerabl- interest. In .his :e 
gion of Ontario, as a result of fives, 
150,000 acres are practically a “desert 
and the report urges a policy of forest 
conservation under Dominion, proyin- 
cial or municip.i control, ia order to 
preserve the usefulness of the Trort 
Valley canal, in which over $10,000.000 
are invested. There are many such 
barren area: it tuc eastern provinces, 
which with che assistance of the Do- 
minion government might be made to 
produce valuable yorest crops. 

In Canada disastrous floods and 
low weter stages have been larg«'y 
prevented by tie timely action of the 
Dominion government in setting aside 
as forest reserves the wooded slopes 
where the great rivers of the inter.or 
of the Dominicn have their or'gin. On 
the east slcpe of the Rocky Mountai.s 
over 20,896 square miles of non-agri- 
cultural land have been thus reserved, 
for the double purpose of regulating 
tLe run-off and of providing a per- 
petual supply of timber to meet the 
ever increas.ng «eeds of the prair‘e 
settlers. In the ~ailway belt in B it- 
ish Columbia smaller reserves have 
also been set aside, chiefly for the puar- 
pose of maintain’ag a steady flow in 
the streams on wtich the fruit-growing 
industry is absolutely dependent. 

After a struggle which lasted for 
ever ten years, the friends of cc nserva- 
tion in the United States succeeded ‘n | 
passing the Weeks Bill on March 1, 
1911, for the acquisition of lands tor 
the purpose of conserving the navigab- 
TEP of navigable rivers, by maintain- | 
ing on these acquired watersheds a 
perpetual growth of forest which 
would preserve the regularity of the 
stream flow, thus aiding navigation | 
and water power development, and_ 
would also prevent soil erocion and 
the resultant filing up of the streains 
with sediment. 

The pill was fought bitterly by in- 
terests, who atiempted to prove that 
forests do not restrain floods or regu- 
late stream flow, but their arguments 
were totally disproved in the house of 
representatives. :

the world’s biggest exhibitions. 

“Our idea is to appeal principally 
to the ma» who may bécome a settler 
of Canada,” saia the commissioner. 
“The exhibits in the building will be 
only of the natural resources of tiis 
country. These will be displayed in 
the most attractive manner possible.

Sir Geo:ge Foster therefore, pro- 
poses to appoint to these positions as 
vice-counsu’s the best available univer- 
sity men, but before going to their 
respective posts they will undergo a 
special training in the department of 
trade and commerce at Ottawa, avd 
will be given. opportunities to study 
the needs and necessities as well as 
the industrial conditions of Canada 
from coast to coast. 


NATURALIZATION EXPLAINED 


Government Has tssued Circular to 
Correct Misunderstandings

tion act, the state department is issu- 
ing a special circultr on the subject 
directing attention to the fact that 
the new law is not now in effect, but 
will be only On January 1 next, while 
with respect to the people living there 
at present and up to the first of the 
year the old law will apply for three 
years yet,

eviderce of qualifications while the 
certificate wil be issued by the secre- 
tary of state.

FIGHT UPON OPIUM IN CHINA 


Manchuria and Eleven Provinces Now 
Declared Free From |mportation 
of Indian Drug 

Manchuria aad eleven of the eigh- 
teen provinces furming China proper 
are declared to be free of opium, and 
the British government, satisfied ‘hat 
this declaration is correct, has agreed 
that, accurding to a previous arrange- 
ment, no Indian opium hereafter snall 
be permitted to enter these provinces. 
The Chinese goverment has sent in- 
structions to the government of the 
remaining provinces in the republic to 
put down the use of opium and pro- 
hibit the cultivation of the poppy be 
fore the end of the year. 

The success of the anti-opium cam- 
paign in China is conspicuous consid- 
ering the governmert's inability or 
lack of serious effort to terminate brt- 
gandage and other evils.
